STRONG RACE INSTINCT. 

The Japanese, with his strong s- 
celal race instinct, acquires his piece 
of land and, within an incredibly 
short period of time large adjoining 
holdings are occupied by people of 
his own race. The result is that in 
many portions of our State we have 
large colonies of Japanese, the popu- 
lation In many places even exceeding 
the white population. These Japa- 
nese, by very reason of their use 
of economic standards impossible 
to our white ideals— that is to say. 
the employment of their wives and 
their very children in the arduous 
toil of the soll-eare proving crushing 
competitors to our white rural popu- 
lations. The fecundity of the Japa- 
nese race far exceeds that of any 
other people that we have in our 
midst. They send their children 
for short periods of time to our 
white schools, and in many of the 
county schools of our State the 
spectacle is presented of having a 
few white children acquiring their 
education in classrooms crowded 
with Japanese. The deep-seated 
and often outspoken resentment of 
our white motbers at this situation 
can only be appreciated by those 
people who have stru with 
similar problems. 

It is with great pride that I am 
able to state that the-people of Call- 
fornia have borne this situation and 
seen its developing menace with 
patience and self-restraint beyond 
ll praise.

San Diego’s population, according 


and to the 1920 census count, as an- 


nounced yesterday at Washington, 
is 74,683. 

This is an increase of $5,105 or 
88.7 per cent since 1910. 


During the census period San 
Diego has forged ahead of Sacra- 
mento and Berkeley in point of pop- 
pulation, thereby becoming the 
feurth city in size in California, and 
has far more than maintained the 
average rate of growth of cities on 
the Pacific Coast. In 19106 San 
Diego's population was 39,578, that 
of Sacramento 44,696 and that of. 
Berkeley 40,434. By the present 
census Sacramento is credited with 
65,857 and Berkeley with 55,886. 
The percentage of growth, $8.7, is 
larger than that of any of the lead- 
ing cities on the Coast. Los Angeles 
increased during the census period 
180.3 per cent; San Francisco, 21.9; 
Seattle, 33.1 and Portland, 24.6 
Other census figures giVén out 
yesterday were: 
Yonkers, N. Y., 100,226, an in- 
crease of 20,425 or 25.6 per cent. 
Sioux City, Iowa, 71,227, an in- 
crease of 22,399 or 48.9 per cent.

INSISTS CHIEF. 


Head of City Police Force 
Just Back From East. 


New Central Station Crying 


* 


More Traffic Officers and 
Mounted Men, Also.

Los Ange needs more police 
officers, a new police station, better 
pay for policemen, more automo- 
biles for the police department and 
more horses for the use of mounted 
officers.”’ 

This is what Chief Home learned 
at the convention of the Chiefs of 
Police of America in Detroit and 
during a tour of Detroit, Buffalo, 
Chicago, St. Louis and El Paso. Yes- 
terday when the Chief returned to 
his office after an absence of two 
weeks he stated that he at once 
begin a fight for more ce Om 
cers and more pay. He wil! take 
the matter up with the Mayor and 
the Police Commission today at the 
regular weekly Police Commission 
meeting. 

“In many ways our department is 
far ahead of some of the eastern 
police departments,” stated the 
Chief yesterday. “In other matters 
We are so far behind that we are 
not even in the race. The first 
thi that we fall behind in is the 
num ot men. We have to police 
365 square miles of city with about 
400 patrgimen. It can’t be done. 
Then the men that we have are 
poorly paid and we are having our 
best men leave us by the dozen to 
accept positions where they can 

w more money. 

“Our Police Station ts very old 
and is no fit to use as a jail. 
The building is in a bad state of re- 
Pair and little can be done to better 
the condition on account of its age. 
Our new jails at East Side Police 
Station and some of our other 4divi- 
sion stations are not so bad but they 
ure all too small. Money should 
be set aside by the City Council to 
build at least a new Central Station 
and jail. 

“The small pay received by the 
patrolmen and the men of other 
grades another handicap. A man 
with a family cannot live now on 
$150 a month, the pay of a patrol- 
man. Eastern cities are paying their 
officers more, and Loa Angeles. the 
largest city on the Pacific Coast, 


ing to take the matter up with the 
city authorities and fight for more 
pay for the officers. 

“Our detective bureau is one of 
the best in the country, but again 
the lack. of men prevents it from 
doing as good work as other larger 
detectives forces in other cities. We 
should have at least fifteen more 
regular detective sergeants and more 
plainciothes officers. This should be 
attended to at once. The men should 
be appointed from the present civil 
service lists. 

“The Los Angeles traffic depart- 
ment I find to be wonderful when 
com to those of other cities, 
but the woeful lack of sufficient 
men atain places the department in 


ficers and mounted police officers 
should be doubled. It is impo-- 
sible to properly control the traffic 
in the downtown streets with the 
number of men now assigned to the 


task. 

“In spite of the matters 
dealing directly with t efficiency 
‘of our department I find, following 
a careful investigation of the large 

ern police departments, that for 
the number of men and equipment 
with which to work, our department 
fg second to none in the country.” 

Chief Home on his return yester- 
day went to work on a mans of let- 
ters and reports on his desk after 
giving out a brief interview. He 
stated that he had enough work 
ahead to keep him busy for months.
